GRAFT AND CORRUPTION. 


Complete Investigation of tho 
Charges Dem anded. 


In the house of the Texas legislate 
uce Representatives Gam es and Ca­ 
nelas introduced a resolution provid­ 
ing for a complete investigation of 
charges of corruption and graft. 
It 
ii; claimed thatopen charges have been 
made that members of the house are 
on the payroll of breweries and that 
submission was defeated in the last 
session through improper methods. 
A lively discussion ensued. 
Crawford sf Dallas declared it was 
time to investigate the promiscuous 
charges of graft and corruption made 
by politicians throughout tte state. 
"W e ought to know if these Charges 
are true, and if they are not we ought 
to Jct politicians know they can ’t slam 
der the members of the legislature 
without being called to account.*’ 
Terrell of Cherokee opposed the 
investigation, saying "we have had 
two and nobody has discovered any 
good in either of 
them. 
Colquitt 
charged four years ago that eleven or 
twelve senators were on the payrolls 
of corporations and the legislature 
paid no attention to him.’’ 
After further discussion the resolu­ 
tion went over. 
Mr. Buchanan of W ashington coun­ 
ty offered an amendment, accepted by 
the authors of the resolution, designed 
to include other charges that submis­ 
sion was defeated before by corrup­ 
tion, 
Original resolution directs a t­ 
tention to statements made by Messrs. 
Cone Johnson and M. M. Crank.

1880, and who were m arried to such 
soldiers o r sa ilo rs a n te rio r to M arch 
I, 1880: provided, said aid shall not 
exceed eight d o llars per month, and 
provided further, that no a p p r o p r i a ­ 
tions shall ever be made for the p u r ­ 
pose hereinbefore specified in excess 
of five hundred th o u san d d o llars for 
any one year. 
And also g r a n t aid to 
the establishm ent and m aintenance of 
a borne for said soldiers and sailors 
their wives and widows and women 
who aided in the Confederacy, under 
such re g u la tio n s and limitations as 
may be provided by law; provided, 
the g r a n t to aid said home shall not 
exceed one hundred and fifty th o u ­ 
san d d o lla r s for any one year, and 
no inm ate of said homes shall be e n ­ 
titled to any other aid from the state; 
the legislature m ay provide for h u s­ 
b and and wife to remain together in 
the home; and provided further, th at 
the p ro v isio n s of this Section shall 
not he construed to prevent the g ra n t 
of aid in case of public calamity. 
Sec. 2. 
The G o v e rn o r of the state 
is hereby directed to issue the neces­ 
s a ry p ro c la m atio n for the submission 
of this amendment to 
the qualified 
voters of the State of Texas at the 
re g u la r election of state officers, in 
November, 1910. 
The sum of $5,000,00, 
or so much 
thereof as m ay be necessary, is here­ 
by a p p r o p r ia te d to pay the expenses 
of c a r r y in g out the provisions of this 
resolution.
